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TWENTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


The  Annual  General  Meeting  of 
the  South  African  Library  for  the 
Blind  was  held  on  Tuesday,  May 
27th  at  4 o’clock  in  St.  George’s 
Hall.  There  were  79  people 
present. 

Mr.  Espin  welcomed  Mrs.  Alty 
and  those  present.  He  congratu- 
lated Miss  Wood  on  the  honour 
conferred  on  her  by  Rhodes 
University.  He  then  asked  Miss 
Wood  to  read  her  report. 

SECRETARY’S  REPORT 
The  year  1951  was  a year  for 
nominating  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil. Mr.  Espin  (Chairman),  Mr. 
Whiteley  (treasurer),  Mr.  Kanne- 
meyer,  Mrs.  Knowling  and  Miss 
Spurling  were  re-nominated.  Our 
new  members  are  the  Rev.  Father 
Murphy,  Dr.  van  der  Riet,  Prof. 
Irving  and  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Moore. 
The  Rev.  F.  Edmonds  and  Miss 
Miller  have  left  Grahamstown  and 
Dr.  Louw  resigned  for  health 
reasons.  Our  President,  Dr.  the 
Hon.  C.  W.  Larisdown,  has  re- 
turned to  South  Africa.  The  Hon. 
Mr.  and  Mr.s.  Brand  van  Zyl  have 
agreed  to  be  patrons. 

We  regret  to  report  the  death 
of  three  good  friends,  Mr.  C.  C. 
Currey,  Mr.  Samuel  Thomson  and 
Capt.  B.  G.  Godlonton. 

Mr.  Currey  vyas  a member  of  the 
Council  for  16  years  and  Mr. 
Thomson  was  a patron.  It  was  Mr. 
Thomson  who  started  the  Provi- 
dent Fund,  which  has  proved  such 
a boon  to  two  members  of  the 
staff  who,  after  many  yeai's  of 
service,  retired  on  account  of  ill- 
health.  Mr.  Thomson’s  Talking 
Book  machine,  which  meant  so 


much  to  him,  has  been  given  to 
another  reader.  By  his  request, 
no  flowers  were  sent  in  his 
memory  but  contributions  were 
sent  to  the  funds  of  St.  John’s 
Ophthalmic  Hospital  and  amount- 
ed to  £135. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  Messrs. 
A.  R.  Whiteley  and  Co.  for  audit- 
ing our  books. 

STAFF 

I must  record  that  Rhodes  Uni- 
versity has  conferred  the  Hon- 
orary Degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
on  me.  This  honour  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  Council,  staff  and 
readers. 

Miss  Levick  has  been  with  us 
for  fifteen  years.  Apart  from 
routine  work,  many  odd  jobs  fall 
to  her,  but  nothing  is  ever  too 
much  trouble.  Much  of  this  extra 
work  is  done  at  home.  For  in- 
stance, putting  Braille  and  Moon 
wishes  into  about  five  hundred 
Christmas  cards  and  fitting  the 
cards  into  the  right  envelopes.

Patricia  Kelly.  Mrs.  Westall  comes 
once  a week  to  do  music  records 
and  Miss  Philip  helps  with  ad- 
dressing reports.

There 
are  22  full  page  illustrations.  The 
book  is  on  sale  in  the  Library  for 
10s.  6d.

When  Dr.  Keller  left  South  Af- 
rica the  Library  was  able  to  lend 
her  books  for  the  voyage  and  to 
give  her  a Braille  copy  of  “Wings 
of  the  Wild”  by  H.  von  Michaelis. 
Miss  Keller  graciously  sent  us  a 
photograph  of  herself  reading  the 
book  and  on  it  she  has  written : 
“To  Miss  Josie  Wood  with  affec- 
tionate greetings  to  the  South 
African  Library  for  the  Blind  with 
delighted  thanks  for  the  beauti- 
ful book  ‘Wings  of  the  Wild.'  ” 
(signed)  Helen  Keller. 

We  have  this  framed  in  the 
Library.  Mr.  von  Michaelis  said; 
“No  author  could  have  had  a finer 
compliment”  and  asked  to  be  al- 
lowed to  have  the  photograph 
copied.

By  request,  ve  sent  exhibits, 
photographs,  i-eports,  etc.,  to  the 
S.A.  Library  Association,  Cape 
Branch,  and  also  to  the  Blind 
Stall  run  by  Miss  Gillies.  Among 
other  things  there  was  a demon- 
stration of  a Talking  Book. 

U.N.E.S.C.O. 

The  International  Braille  Con- 
ference held  at  Unesco  House, 
Paris,  aims  at  creating  a single 
Braille  system  for  all  the  world’s 
languages.  The  system  is  based 
on  that  invented  by  Louis  Braille, 
whose  centenary  we  keep  this  year. 

The  S.A.  National  Council  for 
the  Blind,  at  Ui  lesco’s  request. 


formed  a special  committee  on 
Bantu  languages.  The  chairman 
of  this  committee  is  Mr.  Cohen 
(one  of  our  readers)  and  they  have 
started  on  Zulu  Braille.  They  have 
requested  Unesco  to  send  all  min- 
utes and  reports  to  this  Library 
to  be  kept  for  record  purposes.  We 
are  most  willing  In  house  these 
records  but  when  they  come  in  any 
quantity,  we  shall  more  than  ever 
need  permission  to  occupy  our  last 
remaining  flat,  as  we  are  srrely 
pressed  for  room. 

The  S.A.  National  Council  for 
the  Blind  are  holding  their  bi- 
ennial meeting  in  Grahamstown  .'n 
September  this  year. 

BOOKS  AND  MAGAZINES 

At  the  end  of  the  year  we  owned 
13,521  volumes;  388  volumes  had 
been  given  away  or  discarded  and 
a few  lost.  V/e  have  given  books 
to  Hillcombe,  to  Enzenzelini  and 
to  the  Athlone  School. 

Athlone  was  pleased  to  get  some 
American  books  in  grade  IJ  and 
also  a spare  copy  of  the  Afrikaans 
Bible. 

Among  new  books  bought  were: 
“No  Highway”  < in  Braille  and 
Moon)  ; “The  Reluctant  Widow,” 
“Operation  Heartbreak,”  and  some 
detective  stories.  We  bought  books 
of  travel,  biography,  science,  his- 
tory, etc.,  and  some  Braille  music. 
There  were  7,933  volumes  issued. 

We  had  a new  catalogue  of 
Braille  books  printed  at  a cost  of 
£67  for  500.  We  hope  a Moon 
type  catalogue  will  be  available 
soon. 

MAGAZINES 

We  take  forty  magazines  and 
7,425  were  issued  in  the  year. 
The  two  magazines  produced  in 
this  country  are  “The  Good  Fel- 
low.ship,”  which  is  hand  brailled, 
and  “Die  Nuwe  Pionier.’’  The 
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latter  is  bilingual  and  is  printed 
at  Worcester  twice  r.  month.  We 
pay  £20  towards  its  pr.i'Uiction. 

We  were  extremely  sorry  that 
Miss  Watson  was  ii  table  to  con- 
tinue “Braille  Notes  and  News” 
after  the  first  quarter.  “Life  and 
Health”  is  now  sent  us  as  a gift 
from  America.  Two  new  and 
popular  Braille  magazines  have 
been  added,  “The  Bamily  Doctoi 
and  “The  New  Beacon.”  The  lat- 
ter has  been  published  in  ink  print 
for  many  years  and  “is  devoted  to 
the  interests  of  the  blind”  and  the 
Braille  edition  is  giving  untold 
pleasure  to  many  readers. 

LOAN  BOOKS 

We  borrow  both  Braille  and 
Moon  type  books  from  the  Nation- 
al Library,  London,  paying  £25  a 
year  as  a subscription. 

Music  Records  continue  to  give 
much  pleasure  to  those  who  have 
gramophones  and  especially  to 
those  who  otherwise  get  no  chance 
of  hearing  good  music.  More  than 
one  teacher  has  said  how  helpful 
the  records  are  in  teaching  music. 

Transcribers. — We  are  grateful 
to  our  voluntary  transcribers  who 
have  added  numbers  of  books  that 
we  are  unable  to  buy.

(D.  Mostert);  3 volumes  of  “Die 
Wetenskaplike  Moord”  (R.  v.d. 
Walt). 

Binding  Braille  books  has  be- 
come a problem  because  the  materi- 
al obtainable  is  so  poor  that  the 
corners  of  the  books  are  broken 
the  first  time  they  are  posted.  We 
are  now  having  to  send  some  books 
to  be  bound  to  the  National  Insti- 
tute for  the  Blind,  London. 

Book  Titles. — We  have  had  diffi- 
culty in  finding  some  effective  and 
lasting  method  of  marking  titles 
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on  books,  but  we  have  now  got  an 
electric  stylus  which  is  satis- 
factory. 

READERS 

Ten  readers  have  died  during 
the  year  and  21  new  readers 
joined.  About  30  others  started 
Braille  or  Moon  but  did  not  perse- 
vere. There  are  now  294  individu- 
al borrowers  and  we  lend  books  to 
four  schools  and  four  institutions. 

Miss  M.  T.  Watson  is  kept  busy 
teaching  Braille  to  sighted  tran- 
scribers and,  as  she  is  a most  effi- 
cient teacher,  her  pupils’  books 
are  of  a high  standard.  She  also 
does  proof  reading  and  re-copying 
Braille  books. 

Mr.  Christian  Venter,  an  ex- 
pupil of  Worcester,  got  his  LL.B. 
at  the  University  of  the  O.F.S.  He 
has  been  appointed  acting  Public 
Prosecutor  to  the  Magistrate’s 
Court,  Pretoria. 

Miss  Joan  Erwee,  a shorthand- 
typist  trained  at  Worcester,  has 
been  appointed  to  the  staff  M the 
Minister  of  Posts  and  Telegraphs, 
Pretoria. 

Mr.  Kenneth  McIntyre  has  been 
acting  Senior  Lecturer  in  History 
at  Natal  University  for  the  past 
twelve  months  and  two  of  his 
students  gained  first  class  passes. 

Mr.  Jim  Ellis,  editor  of  the  St. 
Dunstan’s  Review  (S.A.)  paid  a 
visit  to  the  Library. 

“Hams.” — Several  readers  are 
enthusiastic  “hams”  and  occasion- 
ally a local  “ham”  brings  u.s 
messages  from  them. 

Mrs.  Enid  Hadlow  has  joined  a 
“wirespondence”  club.  Using  a 
wire  recorder  talks  are  recorded 
and  a spool  gives  anything  up  to 
an  hour’s  talk. 

One  reader  wrote:  “Do  not  send 
me  another  book  by  Lawrence 
Green.  Lawrence  Green  and  I 


have  nothing  in  common.”  Other 
readers  do  not  share  this  opinion. 

Miss  Betty  Schutte,  writing  for 
herself  and  her  brother,  says  how 
grateful  they  are  for  the  Library. 
She  adds:  “Our  books  are  our 
closest  friends,  as  we  find  them 
ready  to  entertain  us  whenever 
we  are  ready  to  be  entertained.” 

Miss  Ursula  Pfeffer  is  busy 
taking  Braille  shorthand  and 
senior  typing,  besides  doing 
some  coaching  in  English  his- 
toi'y  and  teaching  Braille  to  a 
class  of  Coloured  blind  workers. 
She  thanks  us  for  “Greenmantle” 
and  an  Agatha  Christie  novel, 
which  she  said  “were  like  a breath 
of  fresh  air  after  reading  ‘Claris- 
sa’ and  ‘Paradise  Lost.’  ” 

Miss  Enid  Whitaker  has  returned 
from  England,  where  she  visited 
22  institutions  working  for  blind 
welfare.  She  has  written  a most 
interesting  account  of  their  vari- 
ous activities.  She  was  “struck 
by  the  amazing  forethought  and 
consideration  given  to  every  as- 
pect. Whatever  the  age,  mentality 
or  temperament,  the  blind  are 
taught  to  carry  on  a normal  in- 
dependent life.” 

TALKING  BOOK 
DEPARTMENT 

One  hundred  and  fifty-six  read- 
ers are  using  the  records  with 
great  pleasure.  As  someone  wrote 
of  one  reader:  “You  have  most 
certainly  kept  his  mind  interest- 
ed, employed  and  happy  over  a 
number  of  yeai's  and  we  are  most 
grateful.”  Another  writes:  “I 
wish  to  thank  you  so  much  for  the 
wondei-ful  joy  the  books  are  giv- 
ing my  dad.”  Another  says: 
“May  I once  again  thank  your 
staff  for  the  very  regular  despatch 
of  books  to  me,  so  that  I am  never 
left  without  something  to  read.” 
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We  have  now  963  books  in 
13,280  records.  Among  the  new 
ones  are : — "White  South”  by 
Hammond  Innes;  “Virgin  in  Judg- 
ment,” E.  Philpotts;  “2nd  World 
War”  by  Churchill  (Pts.  3 and  4)  ; 
“Lady  Rose  and  Mrs.  Meramary” 
by  pWguson;;  “Happy  Odyssey” 
by  Lt.-Gen.  Sir  Carton  Wiart, 
V.C.  During  the  year  56,455 
records  were  circulated. 

“The  Reader’s  Digest”  is  our 
only  Talking  Book  magazine.  One 
copy  (12  records)  comes  every 
month  and  after  going  out  about  20 
times  the  records  are  returned  to 
America  to  be  repulped. 

We  have  had  500  catalogues 
printed  costing  £27. 

We  had  15  new  machines  from 
England  and  all  of  these  have  gone 
to  readers.  We  have  got  a permit 
to  import  more  machines,  but  un- 
fortunately there  is  a waiting  list 
overseas.  We  shall  be  glad  if 
those  who  are  not  using  their 
machines  would  let  us  have  them 
back.  The  staff  have  a good  deal 
of  worry  because  there  are  a num- 
ber of  old  machines  in  use.  These 
have  heavy  “pick-ups”  and  steel 
needles,  both  of  which  damage  the 
records.  (They  have  long  been 
condemned  overseas. ) Some  read- 
ers try  to  fix  the  sapphire  needles 
to  the  old  heavy  “pick-ups,”  but 
that  does  not  really  help  matters. 
The  life  of  a sapphire  needle  de- 
pends on  the  conditions  of  use.  If 
they  are  used  on  new  records'there 
can  be  400  playings  (800  sides), 
but  where  the  records  have  been 
previously  used  with  steel  needles 
the  life  of  the  sapphire  may  only 
last  for  250  playings.  We  have 
sent  a packet  of  sapphire  needles 
to  the  National  Institute,  London, 
to  be  sharpened. 


BEQUESTS 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Paddon,  who  was  al- 
ways interested  in  our  work  and 
financed  the  production  of  the  col- 
oured labels  for  our  collecting 
boxes,  left  us  £100. 

Capt.  B.  G.  Godlonton  has  left  us 
£10,000,  which  will  come  to  us 
after  the  death  of  his  wife.  He 
was  always  a regular  and  generous 
subscriber. 

GIFTS  AND  OTHER  HELP 

Mrs.  Greenwood,  with  the  blind 
women  of  the  “After  Care  Home” 
at  Worcester,  got  up  a bazaar  to 
raise  money  to  add  books  to  the 
Greenwood  Memorial  in  the 
Library.  For  five  months  they  de- 
voted all  their  spare  time  to  mak- 
ing dresses,  knitted  garments,  etc. 
Blind  readers  in  other  places  sent 
them  parcels  for  the  bazaar.  By 
this  splendid  effort  over  £100  was 
sent  to  us.  Local  friends  and 
firms  in  Worcester  district  gave 
generously.  We  are  most  grateful 
to  them  all. 

Many  readers  have  given  us 
magazines  and  we  are  very  glad  of 
extra  popular  ones.  Other  readers 
have  sent  us  books,  pandas 
(Braille  penguins).  Braille  music 
and  music  records.  Mr.  Atwood 
sent  us  80  Braille  volumes  and 
Miss  C.  Cock  sent  us  37  volumes 
of  the  Bible  (Braille). 

We  have  had  two  notable  articles 
written  about  the  Library.  One 
was  “South  Africa’s  Strangest 
Library”  by  Dr.  Schweitzer  in 
the  “Public  Servant,”  and  the 
other  “ ’n  Biblioteek  vir  die 
Blindes”  by  Dr.  Rothman  in  “Die 
Huisgenoot.” 

The  latter  was  put  into  Braille 
in  the  March  number  of  “Die 
Nuwe  Pionier.”  The  writers  of 
these  articles  each  sent  us  £5  for 
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our  funds.  VVe  are  having  some 
of  Dr.  Rothman’s  Afrikaans  books 
put  into  Braille. 

Dr.  Moberly,  one  of  our  read- 
ers, sent  us  50  copies  of  hi.s  book 
of  Zulu  stories  “A  Square  Deal”  to 
sell  for  our  funds  and  Messrs. 
Clark  Brown  and  Co.  are  kindly 
selling  them  for  us.  The  Glencoe 
Undenominational  Sunday  School 
sent  us  £7  4s.  6d.  made  up  of 
small  gifts  from  the  children  ‘‘to 
buy  Talking  Book  records.”  An 
unusual  gift  was  an  opal  ring 
which  brought  the  owner  bad  luck 
each  time  she  wore  it.  The  City 
Jewellers  sold  it  for  us  to  a Port 
Elizabeth  firm  for  £16. 

Most  public  libraries  have  col- 
lecting boxes  for  our  funds.  This 
year,  the  State  Library,  Pretoria, 
headed  the  list  with  over  £15,  King 
William’s  Town  sent  us  over  £13 
and  Aliwal  North  over  £12.  We 
are  grateful  to  the  librarians  for 
their  continued  help  and  interest. 

GRANTS 

We  have  received  grants  from 
the  Social  Welfare  Department, 
the  four  Provinces,  the  S.  African 
National  Council  for  the  Blind,  St. 
Dunstan’s,  three  Divisional  Coun- 
cils, 18  municipalities,  societies, 
churches  and  schools. 

In  Grahamstown  I should  like  to 
thank  the  schools,  the  V.G.H.S., 
the  D.S.G.  and  St.  Andrew’s.  Miss 
L.  Mullins  made  badges  sold  at  the 
St.  Andrew’s  sports  by  the  pre- 
fects for  £15.  The  V.G.H.S. 
(Macdonald  House)  raised  the 
record  sum  of  £25  at  a concert. 

We  appreciate  the  practical  help 
given  by  the  Eastern  Province 
Guardian  Loan,  the  Standard 
Bank,  the  Press  (espscially  Gro- 
cott’s  Daily  Mail),  and  the  officials 
of  the  local  Post  Office.  Thousands 
of  books,  records,  parcels,  letters 


and  cards  are  posted  locally.  We 
should  like  to  express  our  thanks 
for  all  the  help  that  has  come  from 
public  bodies  and  private  donors 
who  have  supported  us  so  regu- 
larly. 

Mr.  Espin  then  asked  Mr. 
Whiteley  to  read  the  Financial 
Statement. 

Mr.  Whiteley,  hon  treasurer,  said 
that  as  the  financial  statement  was 
being  circulated,  he  would  only 
make  a few  comments.  He  pointed 
out  that  there  was  a deficit  of 
£276  16s.  lid.  This  was  partly  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  ‘‘Cost  of  Liv- 
ing” on  salaries  had  increased  and 
partly  due  to  the  fact  that  sub- 
scriptions and  donations  were 
down.  He  felt  that  while  we  can- 
not ask  our  friends  to  increase  their 
subscriptions,  we  should  aim  at 
interesting  new  subscribers. 

Mr.  Espin  then  asked  Mrs.  Alty 
if  she  would  address  the  meeting. 

Dr.  Alty  said  she  welcomed  this 
opportunity  of  paying  tribute  to 
the  work  of  the  Library  and  she 
considered  that  Rhodes  University 
was  to  be  congratulated  on  its 
“Youngest”  graduate.  Miss  Josie 
Wood. 

She  felt  that  almost  everyone  was 
sympathetic  with  the  blind  and 
all  those  present  had  been  im- 
pressed with  the  work  of  the 
Library,  as  shown  in  the 
annual  report,  but  few  knew 
about  the  details  of  the  work.  She 
had  visited  the  Library  soon  after 
her  arrival  in  Grahamstown,  but 
she  had  paid  another  visit  more 
recently.  Then,  she  had  heard 
part  of  “Lorna  Doone”  read  on  a 
talking  book  record  by  a blind  man, 
who  was  reading  from  a Braille 
book.  She  was  interested  in  the 
change  of  the  voice  from  a man’s 
to  a woman’s  according  to  the 
speed  at  which  the  record  was 
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played.  She  was  pleased  to  see  the 
great  variety  of  books  obtainable 
in  the  talking  book  records,  both 
fiction  and  non-fiction  and  she  felt 
that  the  talking  book  was  a pleasing 
example  of  the  beneficial  result  of 
man’s  inventive  genius.  She 
hazarded  a guess  that  even  the 
sapphire  needles  used  on  the 
machines  were  probably  synthetic 
and  therefore  represented  another 
invention. 

She  mentioned  the  fact  that  1952 
was  the  centenary  of  Louis 
Braille’s  birth  and  that  a commit- 
tee had  been  set  up  to  evolve  an 
international  Braille  system.  She 
was  much  impressed  by  the  num- 
ber and  variety  of  books  available 
in  Braille. 

In  pointing  out  the  need  for 
this,  she  referred  to  the  report  of 
the  Royal  Empire  Society  for  the 
Blind,  in  which  it  was  stated  that 


over  one  million  people  in  the 
occupied  African  territories  are 
blind.  In  West  Africa  there  are 
300,000,  in  Kenya  160,000  and  in 
Nyasaland  25,000.  In  some  terri- 
tories the  incidence  of  blindness  is 
80%  of  the  total  population. 

Dr.  Alty  considered  that  the 
work  of  the  Library  was  a triumph 
of  seiwice  and  co-operation,  in 
which  the  post  office  and  a shipping 
company  played  an  important  part 
in  granting  special  concessions  in 
postage  rates  and  in  carrying  the 
talking  books  freight  free.  She 
congratulated  Miss  Wood  and  her 
staff  on  their  work.  In  conclusion, 
she  mentioned  that  Miss  Wood  had 
one  thing  in  common  with  Hitler 
— the  need  for  “lebensraum”.  She 
hoped  that  this  would  soon  be 
obtained  and  wished  the  Library 
everything  of  the  best  in  the 
future.

2.  The  books  go  by  post  by  special  rate  to  any  part  of  the  Union 
(for  Rates  see  back  of  cover).  Books  must  sot  be  sent  by  rail. 

3.  Readers  are  requested  to  send  a list  of  books  required,  and  to 
return  each  volume  as  soon  as  read. 

4.  A volume  may  be  kept  for  one  month  unless  needed  for  study, 
when,  with  the  permission  of  the  Librarian,  it  may  be  kept  for  a 
longer  period. 

5.  Readers  are  asked  not  to  keep  magazines  or  knitting  patterns,  but 
to  return  each  one  with  the  book  with  which  it  is  sent. 

6.  Readers  are  begged  to  take  great  care  of  the  books,  to  keep  them 
clean  and  free  from  damp,  and  not  to  turn  down  pages. 

7.  Canvas  covers,  cardboard  covers  or  strong  paper  and  string  are 
used  for  packing  the  books.  Readers  should  pack  the  books 
carefully  in  these  for  return  postage. 

8.  Readers  are  begged  to  let  the  Librarian  know  at  once  of  any 
change  of  address. 

9.  Any  infectious  or  contagious  illness  shall  at  once  be  notified  to 
the  Librarian. 

10.  Anyone  wanting  to  borrow  books  should  send  a letter  of  reference 
from  a J.P.,  a clergyman  or  other  well-known  person  acquainted 
with  them.

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POSTAL  REGULATIONS 


LITERATURE  FOR  THE  BLIND 

Papers  of  any  kind,  periodicals,  and  books,  impressed  or  to  be 
impressed  in  “ Braille  ”,  or  other  special  type  for  the  use  of  the  blind, 
^ when  posted  within  the  Union  for  transmission  to  a place  within  the 
Union,  are  transmissible  at  the  rate  given  below,  provided  that  they — 

(a)  do  not  contain  any  communication,  either  in  writing  or  printed 
in  ordinary  type,  except  the  title  and  table  of  contents  of  the 
book  or  periodical  and  any  key  to  or  instructions  for  the  use 
of  the  special  type,  or  any  enclosure  except  a label  for  the 
return  of  the  packet; 

(b)  bear  on  the  outside  the  inscription  “ Literature  for  the  Blind  ”, 
and  the  name  and  address  of  the  sender; 

(c)  be  posted  either  without  a cover  or  in  a cover  open  at  both 
ends  which  can  easily  be  removed  for  examination  of  the 


contents; 

For  a packet  not  exceeding  3tb  in  weight id. 

For  a packet  exceeding  3Tb  and  not  exceeding  7rb  Id. 

For  a packet  exceeding  7Tb  and  not  exceeding  llTb  lid. 

For  a packet  exceeding  1 1 Tb  and  not  exceeding  15Tb  6oz 2d. 


The  limit  of  weight  is  15Tb  6oz.,  and  the  maximum  dimensions 
are  the  same  as  for  letters. 

Voice  records  on  discs,  styled  “Talking  Book  records”,  securely 
packed,  are  also  transmissible  at  the  above  rates,  provided  they  are 
despatched  from  or  addressed  to  certain  recognised  institutes  for  the 
blind  (Page  33,  Post  Office  Guide,  September,  1947).
